The B.E.A. as it is designated, in recent years 
was incorporated by the Province of Ontario and 
registered in other proivnccs. 

Its main objectives arc to elevate the standards 
of business education in Canada, and to provide its 
member schools with independent graduation exam- 
inations. Its standards arc high. 

Sarnia Business College has long been affiliated 
with the Business Educators Association of Canada. 
It is also registered under the Trade School Act, 
which is administered by the Ontario Department of 
Education.

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES 



The Commencement Exercises of Forest 
District High School were held on Friday, 
November 13, 1959.

VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 

by Philip Walden 



Mr. Ritchie, honoured guests, members 
of the staff, students and friends: 

First of all, I should like to thank you 
most sincerely for the honour of being re- 
quested to give the Valedictory address. I 
do not intend to burden you with a long 
speech. Instead, I‘d like to note just a few 
observations that have occurred to me. 

And before I do that, I want to congrat- 
ulate the members of the graduating class of 
1959, of Forest District High School, and to 
wish them success and satisfaction in their 
chosen field of endeavour. It was a privilege 
to associate with students with such able 
minds and retentive memories. 

I should like, also, to express my regard, 
and I feel certain, the regard of my class- 
mates, for the patient, unselfish and well-dir- 
ected efforts of our teachers who inspired us 
with zeal to accomplish. 

Now, since the adults here this evening 
have already chosen their occupations, our 
teachers are established in their profession, 
and our parents are already following their 
particular line of work, I want to direct the 
core of my remarks to the students. I’ll men- 
tion just a few points which we teen-agers 
tend to overlook. 

You, the students, will be here only a few 



years, and then what are you going to do? 
It seems to me that it is vital that we young 
people should decide early what we wish to 
make our life work, and then plan toward the 
realization of that goal. Such a plan eradi- 
cates waste of time, effort and training, 
which may be lost in shifting aimlessly from 
one type of employment to another, or in 
taking a position in which we lack interest or 
talent. 

First, let me say that I know that there 
is not one student here who has no special 
aptitude for some type of work. You excel at 
something. Analyze your likes and dislikes. 
What work provides the greatest satisfaction 
for you? What can you do with relative ease, 
skill and speed? What work are you hap- 
piest at? What work causes you no boredom 
and relatively little weariness? Think it over 
carefully. Find out what it is in which you 
can surpass, and then go after it. It may be 
such an apparently small thing as the making 
of delicious candy. But wasn’t that the way 
in which a young woman founded a business, 
and from an extremely modest beginning in 
her own kitchen developed a well-known 
candy firm, famous on this continent? Or per- 
haps you have a feeling for line and colour 
and would like to dress store windows. Or 
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you are an ardent fisherman and you hope 
to own a sport and hobby shop. There are 
such varied occupations and so many inter- 
esting openings for youth today. We’ll need 
VISION, and COURAGE, and DETERMIN- 
ATION, and WORK. Our lives will be well- 
rounded out and it should be easier to accom- 
plish our goal, if we have an education. So 
I think we should do our best at school. 

The opportunity to receive an education 
is ours, and the time is now, while we are 
young. Education has become costly. Our 
parents and rate payers are paying through 
taxation, so it is our responsibility to profit 
from their expenditure. I believe that we 
should choose wisely what we wish to do 
and then do it with all our might. 

So far we have been considering work, 
but in the second place let us teen-agers take 
a look at what we do with our leisure time. 
Some time ago, I saw a short letter in the 
daily paper and I found myself thinking 
about it. So I looked up the paper and clip- 
ped the letter. I wondered what you would 
think of it. It appeared in the Seattle Post 
Intelligencer, and in the London Free Press. 
It was headed, “Youngsters, Go Home,” and 
here it is. 

“Always we hear the plaintive cry of the 
teen-ager: 

“What can we do ? 

“Where can we go ? 

“I can make some suggestions— go home! 

“Hang storm windows, paint the wood- 
work. 

“Rake the leaves, mow the lawn, shovel 
the walk, 

“Wash the car, learn to cook, scrub the 
floors, repair the sink, built a boat, get a 
job. 

“Help the minister, the Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army. 

“Visit the sick. Assist the poor. Study 
your lessons. 

“And when you are through— and not too 
tired — read a book. 

“Your parents do not owe you entertain- 
ment. 

‘Tour village does not Owe you recrea- 
tional facilities. The world does not owe you 
a living. 

“You owe the world something. You owe 



it your time and energy and your talents, so 
that no one will be at war or in poverty, or 
sick or lonely. 

“In plain, simple words— grow upl Quit 
being a cry-baby; get out of your dream 
world; develop a backbone, not a wishbone; 
and start acting like a man or a lady.” 

Well, that is the advice given to us. And 
I think that we’ll agree that the suggestions 
are sound, challenging and worth thinking 
over. 

Before closing, I wish to include a word 
of appreciation to our parents. Perhaps we 
came home some nights, tired or discouraged, 
or it had been a hard day at school. We 
opened the door at home and smelt a hot meal 
cooking and there was a fresh pie cooling for 
supper. After we had enjoyed a good hot 
meal, and had talked, and read the newspaper, 
our troubles seemed to have vanished. May- 
be that was the very day when Mother would 
liked to have gone to the Women’s Meeting. 
But she sacrificed her pleasure for our good 
and comfort. Or the time when Dad would 
have liked some help before school hours, 
but he said, “Never mind, I’ll try to do it 
alone. You get your school work.” That’s 
the kind of co-operation and encouragement 
that most of us have received from our par- 
ents. Perhaps we barely noticed it, but on 
looking back now, we see the importance of 
simple everyday happenings, and we are 
aware of our parents’ constant concern for 
our well-being. I know that all the gradu- 
ates join with me in voicing our appreciation 
for the countless, homely, kindly deeds per- 
formed by our parents for us. 

On behalf of the graduating class of 1959, 
I should like to express our gratitude to every 
one, connected in any way with Forest Dis- 
trict High School, who has made our attend- 
ance here both profitable and pleasant. 

To the students of this school, we who 
have passed from its doors, hope and expect 
that you will develop positive minds. Stimu- 
lating, flexible, teachable, alert minds. No 
one ever travelled far over a negative route. 
But the positive mind travels upon an adven- 
ture for ever. That kind of mind wants and 
expects a bountiful harvest of attainment and 
happiness.

On September 29, 1959, students were 
elected to make up the student council for 
this term.

Lockets and cuff links were purchased 
for the girls and boys respectively of the 1958- 
59 graduating class and were presented at 
commencement in November. 

School pictures were taken last fall and 
were sold to the students by the class repre- 
sentatives of the Student council. 

On December 9, the student council held 



a skating party at the arena in Forest. The 
students boarded the buses at the school at 
three o’clock, went to the arena, and skated 
till five o’clock. 

Noon-hour dances were held every other 
Friday in the auditorium for any students at 
the school during that period. 

The student council presented Mr. Rit- 
chie, and the teachers without home rooms, 
with Christmas gifts at the assembly on Tues- 
day morning before the holidays. 

The school board and the student council 
split the cost on a hi-fi record player to use 
at dances and for playing French Records for 
grade 13. 

Twenty five dollars was donated to the 
March of Dimes this year by the student 
council instead of having the usual collection 
made among the students. 

Bars for library, scholarship, band, drama 
cheerleader, cadet and student council, and 
the school letters, were purchased and award- 
ed to the students who had earned them. 
Rings and pins were also purchased and sold 
by the student council. 

Looking after all these activities in addi- 
tion to the monthly dances kept the student 
council very busy this past year.

The Key Club is a service club for boys 
from the tenth grade up. Although the Club 
is similar to other clubs in the school in that 
it operates under the school’s regulations and 
it draws members from the student body, it 
is uniquely different in that it is sponsored 
by the local Kiwanis Club. One of the ideas 
of a Key Club is to instill a knowledge of the 
community in its members. Secondly it’s aim 
is the development of initiative, leadership 
ability and good citizenship practices. Third- 
ly the Key Club does not confine its activi- 
ties to the school. It goes out into the com- 
munity on various projects. 

The first Key Club was sponsored in May 
1925, in the Sacramento, California, high 
school by the Kiwanis Club of that city. Or- 
iginally its function was to carry an active 
vocational guidance program directly to the 
whole student body on a year round basis. 
As the club grew, many other opportunities 
for service on the school level were noted and 



carried out. Today, the Key Club is, in fact, 
the service club of the high school. Visiting 
Kiwanians at the Sacramento Club took the 
idea back to their own communities. By 1939 
Florida had enough Key Clubs to hold a con- 
vention. Soon other districts followed Flor- 
ida’s lead and finally in 1943, an International 
Organization was formed. In 1945 at New 
Orleans a strong Key Club Constitution and 
set of Bylaws were adopted. With these as 
a foundation the present Key Club organiza- 
tion has been built. 

Each Key Club must have a sponsoring 
Kiwanis Club, and two or more Kiwanians us- 
ually sit in on our weekly meetings. Each 
year, there are District Conventions, and last 
Easter, the Ontario-Quebec-Maritime District 
to which we belong, held its convention in 
London. Five of our boys attended. There 
is also an International Convention, which, 
for 19G0, will be held in Boston in July. 

Like most organizations, the Key Club 






charges dues, but these are kept to a mini- 
mum, and all money received in this way is 
spent directly on Key Club affairs. 

The Key Club of Forest District High 
School was officially brought into existence 
on April 4, 1960, at the Charter Night Ban- 
quet, which was held in our own cafeteria, 
and was attended by one hundred of the com- 
munity’s leading people,— Key Clubbers, par- 
ents, teachers, friends, and Kiwanians. The 
Charter from Kiwanis International was pre- 
sented to President Carman Levie by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of our Division, Mr. Don 
Newland of Leamington. District Governor 
of Key Clubs, Mac Evans, of Sarnia Central 
Collegiate, installed the officers and present- 
ed the boys with their membership pins. Mr. 
B. Fraser brought greetings from the town of 
Forest, and Dr. W. Cooper spoke on behalf of 
the School Board. 

The most ambitious project sponsored 



by the club was the Variety Show, which was 
attended by over five hundred people. The 
support and co-operation given to this pro- 
ject by so many of the teachers and student 
body was most gratifying. A considerable 
portion of the proceeds from the show will 
be used to purchase clocks for a number of the 
classrooms. By sponsoring a dance, the Key 
Club was able to raise §55.00 to help the Ath- 
letic Society pay for the Cheer Leaders’ 
sweaters. The boys also ushered at Parents’ 
Night in January. 

In these ways the ten members of the 
Forest District High School Key Club are 
endeavouring to fulfill the International 
Pledge of Key Clubs: “I pledge on my hon- 
our to uphold the objectives of Key Club In- 
ternational; to build my home, school, and 
community; to serve my nation and God; 
and to combat all forces which tend to under- 
mine these institutions.”

CADETS 



Cadet training for all boys except those in 
Grade XIII has been held for one period each 
week throughout the year. Each Tuesday, the 
Grade IX recruits received instruction in foot 
drill, rifle shooting, first aid, military law, and 
national survival, and on Wednesdays the 
boys from Grades 10, 11 and 12 were taught 
rifle drill, map reading, elementary tactics and 
civil defence. 

Range practice was carried on at noon 
hours, and in October the .303 rifle team par- 
ticipated in the Ontario Rifle Association 
matches at Winona. Our boys succeeded in 
placing fifth among all the teams that com- 
peted. For the past few months the officers 
and N.C.O.’s drilled after school in special 
training classes. 

When the weather became warmer and 
dryer (?) after Easter, the cadet training mov- 
ed outside to the campus and the battalion 
began preparations for the big day on the 18th 
of May. For that occasion, the weather prov- 
ed to be perfect— not as warm as some in- 
spection days in the past, so that the stead- 
iness in the ranks was greatly improved. 
After the General Salute, Major V. C. Nelms, 
O.C. of the 48th Battery, R.C.A., Captain E.
